Acquired by 
John Meade Falkner (1858-1932); a letter dated 1 January 1919 discussing text and re-binding from E. Gordon Duff affixed 
to f. ii, with his collation of the manuscript and a note in the hand of E. V. Stocks, Durham University Librarian, 1903-34; 
Meade Falkner sale, Sotheby's, 12 December 1932, lot 263 with pl. of ff. 89v-90 to Quaritch (another 12 manuscripts which 
once belonged to Meade Falkner are now Claremont, California, Claremont Colleges, Honnold Library, Crispin MSS 5, 8, 10, 
11, 13, 14, 16, 17, 19, 22, 23, 37). Acquired by James P. R. Lyell (1871-1949) from Quaritch, 7 April 1943, according to 
Lyell's notes on the front pastedown; of his collection of some 250 medieval manuscripts, 100 were bequeathed to the 
Bodleian Library and the remainder sold by his executors to Bernard Quaritch in 1951; see introduction by de la Mare, Lyell 
Catalogue, for further information and bibliography.

Description: - Parchment - 190 x 290 mm - 8 28(-1, 2, 3, 7, 8) 38 one quire missing here 48(-3, after f. 21) 5-68 78(-4, 
after f. 45) 8848#(-6, after f. 54) 98(-6, after f. 54) 98 108(-1, 2, 7, 8; ff. 65-67 and 72-74, 3 bifolia from another 
manuscript, wrapped around the remaining leaves of the original quire) 118 128(-8, after f. 89, possibly blank) 13-148. 
Catchwords in brown or red ink according to the text of the next quire, and enclosed in ink frames of the same color. 
Quire and leaf signatures in letters and short horizontal strokes, [a] through "p"; the "h" signing ff. 44, 45 of quire 7 is 
in red, due to red ink of extensive liturgical directions on these leaves. Ruled space, 195 x 122 mm; 2 columns of 24 
lines, ruled in lead (in ink on ff. 20-45v) with single bounding lines; slash pricking in the 3 outer margins.

Notes: The scribe, "Hankok," signed his name on f. 89v. A "Frater J. Hancok" copied Dublin, Trinity College, D.4.4 (424), 
treatises on grammar and rhetoric; although that manuscript is mainly in an anglicana script, the textura of its headings 
appears to be in the same hand as HM 30986, perhaps in more haste. Corrector's marks in lead at the end of each quire, 
near the catchword. Inserted leaves, ff. 65-67 and 72-74, 264 x 180 (184 x 120) mm., constituted the 3 outer bifolia of 
a quire, now folded in the reverse of their original position: quire and leaf signatures on ff. 73, 74 composed of a letter 
(cropped) and roman numerals, ii and iii. Catchword on f. 67v in a frame touched in red. 21 long lines ruled in lead. Note 
on addition from another manuscript: The 3 outer bifolia of a quire (lacking central bifolium) from another manuscript, 
folded backwards so that leaves 1-3 (ff. 72-74) now follow leaves 6-8 (ff. 65-67); they have been placed here so that 
the text on ff. 65-67v may remedy the deficiency between ff. 64 and 68 of the main manuscript; the text on ff. 72-74v is 
superfluous (repeating what is on ff. 59-62v) and was evidently only retained for a more secure binding of the conjunct 
leaves.
